The market for passenger coaches is 
restricted and comparatively few peo- 
ple can find ready use for them, but 
the counsel for the commission mer- 
chants say that with the seizure of 
a train or two they will be able to 
realize enough money to reimburse 
their clients, whose account with the 
railroad amounts to $4,540.17. 

An inquiry to develop the causes 
which led to the receivership is prom- 
ised.

It is In violation of the naval regula- 
tions for one officer to criticise the 
conduct or utterances of another offi- 
cer. Capt. Cameron McRae Winslow, 
acting chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, today formally called the atten- 
tion of Secretary Metcalf to the stric- 
tures which Surgeon-General Rixey 
passed upon Rear-Admiral Brownsofi 
and the Bureau of Navigation in a 
statement made by Rixey in criticism 
of Brownson, who insisted upon a line 
officer being placed in command of the 
Relief. 

Rixey favored a staff officer for the 
command, and President Roosevelt dis- 
‘approved the mendations of 
Brownson, who resigned as chief 
the Bureau of Navigation, and wrote a 
sharp letter to President Roosevelt. 
Capt. Winslow acted on the urgent so- 
licttation of a. large number of officers 
who are in sympathy with the policy of 
Rear-Admiral Brownson. 

Much bitterness will be engendered 
between the line and staff offifers as 
the result of the recommendation of 
Capt. Winslow. Secretary Metcalf de- 
clined to discuss the subject today, but 
he wil take the matter under consider- 
ation and after loaking into the facts, 
may order the appointment of a court 
of inquiry to make an investigation.

Expedition Sent by Smithsonian in- 
stitution to the Tropical Pacific 
Ocean. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—In order 
to observe the eclipse of the sun to- 
day, which avopeared as a total eclipse 
in the tropical Pacific Ocean, A. C. 
Abbott, director of the astro-physical

The eclipse was total between 11 and 
12 o'clock today in that longitude, 
which corresponds to between 4 and 5 
Sock, Washington time.
